At Prescott, 17 miles east of Hope, 


another series of concrete projects be- 
gins. From Prescott to the Little Mis- 
souri river, distance of 9 miles, pav- 
ing was started last week by Dallas 
Dalton, Arkadelphia contractor. Mr, 
Dalton laid 1,100 feet Friday, and 
plans to average about a mile a week. 
He has brand new rolling slock, im- 
ported for this particular job.

By IIKNRY N. DORKIS 


Associated Press Staff Writer., 


Editors Note—This Is the first of a 


scries of stories in explanation of the 
Acts of the General Assembly of 1931. 
It deals with Act No. fi. 


Although r;ccu;;lomcd to authorizing 
as irtany cmpl >;-os as desired, by res- 
olution, the 1931 General Assembly 
was balked In an attempt to place ad- 
ditional employes on the payroll by 
resolution by action of Attorney Gen- 
eral Hal L. Norwood in ruling that 
only by a bill could the number, of 
workers be increased above the limit 
set in a nact of 1919, as amended in 
1921. 


The 1921 act licitcd senate employes 


to 43, and house employes to 49. 


So to employ workers,in excess of 


those -figures, the house instructed 
Representative James Campbell of Sc- 
vler, to, draft'a bill. It provided for 
70 house employes, but.cut down con- 
siderably the rate of pay of many of 
them... Thc'holsc-passed the bill and 
sciit it to the senate, where it was 
amchdcd to ihclddc authorizing; of 73 
employes by the senate. 
' 


Every legislature since 1921 has plac- 


ed a far greater number of workers 
on .the payroll than allowed by the 
1921 act. A resolution simply was in- 
troduced and' adopted, and vouchers 
issued oh authority of the resolution. 
State Auditor,'3:.-'Oscar Humphrey this 
year :,howe"ver, asked an opinion when 
,the Vouchers reached his office, re- 
sulting in Mr, Norwood's ruling and 
the enactment of Mr. Campbell's bill.

ARKADELPHIA—The vast Elbcrta 


peach growing district in Southwest- 
ern Arkansas so far has escaped the 
ravages of late cold 
snaps and the 


prospects are said by orchard men to 
be good. 


The famous Bert Johnson orchard at 


Highland in Pike county, containing 
more than 5000 acres, is in full bloom. 
It sits adjacent to several hills that 
arc almost mountains and the view 
from these hill-tops is inspiring. A 
reddish pink 'haze is the aspect from 
a distance. 


There are other large 
orchards in 


this section of the state and they, too, 
report heavy budding and 
prospects 


for a big crop. There arc several times 
as many buds on the trees as is nec- 
essary and orchard owners plan to re- 
move a considerable per cent of them 
so the quality as to size will not suf- 
fer. The trees in May unually by 
nature's process drop the heavy sur- 
plus. 


Orchardists are getting ready for 


the spraying season. The American 
Fruit Growers 400'acre orchard at 
Highland is being piped, so the spray- 
ing can be done without the necessity 
of hauling the 
spraying material 


everywhere it is necessary. A large 
lake is being formed near the center 
of the orchard to supply the water for 
the spraying operation.

white settlement west of the Missis- 
sippi river, into a state

De Tonti rested here, hoping La Salic 
would join him. However, when the 
latter did not arrive, de Tonti ' went 
out to find him, leaving a garrison. 
An important frontier trade subse- 
quently sprung up about the post. 


It remained an important trading 


post until about the middle of the 
Nineteenth century. 


The flags of France, Spain and the 


United States have flown over the 
fort, which long since has been aban- 
doned the ravages of floods and the 
gradual encroachment of a wilderness 
of undergrowth 


At Arkansas Post, the Arkansas Ga- 


zette was first published in 1819. It 
is now a large 
metropolitan daily 


newspaper, published at Little Rock, 
and is the oldest newspaper west of 
the Mississippi river. 


The paper was established by Wil- 


liam E. Woodruff. At that time, Ar- 
kansas Post was the seat of govern- 
ment for the Territory of Arkansas. 
Later, the capitol was moved to Lit- 
tle Rock and from that time, the im-1 
portan.ee of the little settlement

ARKADELPHIA,—Fire early Sun* 


day destroyed the Townsend Sanitar^ 
ium and the Royal theater, and caus- 
ed the loss of valuable equipment in 
the offices of several doctors and a 
dentist. Two adjacent dry good stores 
also were damaged. Losses were es- 
timated at approximately $75,000. 


For a time the flames threatened 


the lives of several patients who were 
removed to safety after several fire- 
men were overcome by smoke, Nurses 
at the sanitarium lost all their per- 
sonal effects. 


The fire started in the rear of the 


theater, shortly after the midnight 
show. Flames were bursting from the 
roof when the blaze was discovered. 
The theater recently had been im- 
proved al considerable expense, and 
was the only one in operation here. 
Cecil Cupp, manager, said none of the 
valuable equipment in the projection 
room was saved. He estimated his 
losses at $18,000. 


The theater adjoins the sanitarium, 


conducted by Dr. N. R. Townsend and 
his son, Dr. C. K. Townsend. Flames 
leaped a firewall between the sani- 
tarium and theater by passing through 
a skylight, it was said. 


The Mattar drygoods store on the 


ground floor of the Bell building was 
flooded with water. Damage from 
cmoke and water was estimated at 
$12,000. Merchaiidirp to {he B. T. 
Robbs store, valued at several thou- 
sand dollars, also was destroyed.
